One of the most melancholy and 
dissastrous events which it has fallen to 
our lot to record, is the lete eaplosion 
of the powder mantifacturo and roa- 
gaxine of the Messrs. Duponts, near 
Wilmington (Del.) which teok place 
about nine o*clock on Thnrsdsy morn* 
ing last, the following are all the parti­ 
culars we have been able to gaiher : we 
have gathered them Irom sources which 
wo believe entitled to credit 


th e workmen had just tnrned the 
water on the machinery and passed to 
tho door of the giinding hoU!>e when an 
explosion toek place, which blew two 
of the men a distance of sboui 300 yards 
without sustaining any other iitju y ihau 
some bruises occasioned by me fall — 
One of those men were lucially blown 
out of his slippers, ai^d the slippers 
were afterward» found In tbe place 
where the man had been standing. 


Our readers will bear iu iniiid that 
Ihe grinding, the granulating and drying 
hou^ea and magtfxine,ail frame buildings 
were respectively distant from ^ach 
other, nearly 4U0 yards. 
At ihe point 
of time when the grinding house ex­ 
ploded,there was a waggon and S horsea 
wailing at the magasine to receive a 
load of powder. 1 be explosion blew the 
waggener out ol his waggon some yards 
—he instantly recovered hu test, cut 
tbe horses clcar.jumped on one of them 
and whii>ped them as violently as he 
could y'O as great a distance as possible 
The waggon was blown into siuall 
pieces; the tire, which was new and an 
inch and a half thick, Was so shattered 
that net one piece of it could be found 
six inehes long. 
One of the horses was 
killed by a scone ; tbe oiher four and the 
waggoner were unhurt. 
The fiist ex­ 
plosion 
caused 
such an 
alarm in 
Wilmington that the mass of the po­ 
pulation rusbed out of their houses and 
pressed over the bridge at the south end 
of tbe borough into the marsh

damage sustatned in that boiough is noi 
so great as Was apprehended.

tire from the grinding house ^«as soon 
communicated to the other buildings 
and three explosions, the distance be­ 
tween the first and last,abuui 10 minutes, 
iei‘mioated thi» shoe king catami y. 


Marshal Grouchy, M. Uupont and 
another gentlemen gathered elose round 
a large treo,;the heavy brunches of which 
presi rved them from the many pieces 
of limber and fragments of rock which 
fell round them.

blown 
off*. 
His daughter, 
Madame 
Hiddermann, was sitting in a chair when 
(hi iliioron i»hich it rested and ibat 
above it were blown up, the chair was 
blown to atoms, fortunately M. Did- 
dcrmann-was very little hurt. 


Ill the maftaaine it is said thera was 
35.000 wt ol gun powder; this together 
with the sulphur, saltpetre, buildings 
he. has cau>>ed a loss of propetiy le the 
enterpritiog and intelligent owners of

I he field near the 
house of M r Dupunt was nearly covered 
with stones 
One very large stone 
passed through the trunk of a Urge 
ehesnut tree in tbe twinkling of an eye. 
.Many trees were torn up by the roots, 
many were prostrated and many had all 
their limbs cut i IT. 
All the buildings 
in the vicinity were more or less injured. 


It was most affecting and heart rend' 
ing to see the bisckencd and mangled 
corpsea of the dead and dying. Twenry- 
six persons were found desd and others 
are yet missing.
